A question has been raised concerning the ef­ 
fectiveness of various news media sources in in­ 
forming the public about these stops by the Sharp 
mobile office and other m eetings scheduled by the 
Congressman and his staff. 
In response to this. R Thomas Mayhill. publisher of 
Mayhill Publications in Knightstown, recently w rote 
an 
editorial 
concerning 
the 
matter 
of 
the 
Congressman sending out 170,000 franked post cards 
to publicize meetings. The cost0 A cool $16,000. 
In the editorial, Mayhill wrote: 
“About 
170,000 postal boxholders of the 
loth 
Congressional districts recently received a postcard 
from Congressman Philip Sharp, which cost the 
taxpayers $16,040 for postage and printing. The 
postcard advised boxholders of a “town m eeting” 
with the public, scheduled in several of various 
district cities 
“The above figures were supplied willingly on 
request by Congressman Sharp's office, with the 
postage costing $15,300 and the printing $740. As this 
was the first time we had ever received a franked 
postpard announcement of congressional m eetings. 
we asked Jack Riggs, the congressm an’s aide, why 
free publicity through newspapers and radio stations, 
as other congressmen had used, wouldn’t be better, 
and he said they didn t feel the meetings received 
enough attention 
through 
newspaper and 
radio 
publicity 
“Only 37 persons attended the meeting at New 
Castle 
last 
Monday. 
We 
had 
learned 
that 
Congressman Fithian of the second district also used 
the postcard announcements, but Rep. Hillis of the 
5th district uses newspapers and radio only. Fithian 
and Sharp are Democrats and Hillis a Republican. 
We are unable 
to report 
about other 
Indiana 
congressmen. 
“We once complained to former 10th district 
congressman, David Dennis, about the high cost of 
sending out questionnaires, which we computed to 
cost about $30,000 to $35,000 to query and report the 
replies 
We suggested he ask constituents on a 
questionnaire whether they thought it was worth that 
much, but at the sam e time we told him all the other 
congressmen seem ed to be sending the question­ 
naires. 
“Newsweek Magazine this week reported in the 
1974 election incumbent congressm en spent 
$38 
million for franked postage, while their challengers 
spent $20 million in all their campaign spending. 
Under 
the 
newest 
election 
laws, 
however, 
congressional challengers are even more lim ited as 
to spending and donations. 
“We are glad to see the congresssm en meeting with 
their constituents, but we disapprove of spending 
$16,000 to publicize meetings when it could be done by 
publieity releases to newspapers and radio stations.”

More than a quarter of a 
million Americans are said to 
fall into sudden attacks of un­ 
controllable sleep.

as “narcolepsy." 
Although much is known 
about this strange phenomenon, 
there still are many holes in the 
puzzle. 
Dr. William C. Dement, head 
of the Clinic for Sleep Disorders 
at Stanford University in Palo 
Alto, California, has found that 
narcolepsy occurs in animals, 
too. 
Dr. Dement believes that 
these dog studies may open new 
horizons for knowledge of this 
puzzling sleep disorder.

A new drug, cholestyramine, 
is being used at the University 
of Chicago to reverse the 
process of arteriosclerosis. 
Dr. Robert Wissler and his co- 
workers report that this drug is 
most effective when used in 
addition to a low-fat, 
low- 
cholesterol diet. 
This scientific study is being 
performed with monkeys. In 
these animals there was a 
distinct 
decrease 
in 
the 


narrowing of the arteries to the 
heart, to the lungs and to the 
brain. 
This drug, when used with the 
low-fat. low-cholesterol diet, 
shows such dramatic results 
that it is hoped that duplication 
of these results in humans will 
soon follow

A number of patients who had 
angina pain around the heart 
were treated surgically by a 
vein-grafting technique. 
Dr. Cary J. Lambert, of the 
Baylor University Medical 
Center in Houston, treated more 
than 60 such patients by means 
of the “bypass" operation. 
These patients were treated 
in this way although there had 
not been a coronary artery 
closure. 
The severe, persistent angina 
pain is an index of the condition
